Thou knoweſt dear Tom with what aſſur- 
ance we put to Sea laſt April. Certainly never 
was Squadron better equipt upon all Accounts, 
than we were for our Expedition; but whether 
it was for want of Conduct in our Command- 
ers, or the hand of Fate that croſs'd us, Hea- 
ven only knows. Its a Melancholy Journal I 
ſend thee Tom, but ſuch as 'tis ace it. Our 


Sailing Order was for the La e of 41; 


where with a ſmart Gale we aA, when our 
Admiral gave the Signal fog Council of War. 
Accordingly the Commanders went on Board 
the Flag, where the Commiſſion was broke 
up; by which we were order'd to make the 


beſt of our way for the Latitude of 48, there 
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to wait for 2 Rich Plate Fleets, under Convoy 
of only two Men of War the Sceptre and the 
Croſier : Theſe were the ſame that were taken 
with then Convoy about 60 Years ago, when 
your Father and mine voted for th Execution 
of the Commanders, which was done. Its im- 
poſſible, Tom, to expreſs with what Joy we 
received the Account from our Relpective 
Commanders; The glorious Purchaſe in view 
baniſh'd all Difficulties. 1 cou'd think of no- 
thing but a Coach and Six, and was impatient 
to be rummaging the well- ſtow'd Holds. We 
crowded all the Sail we cou'd; bur before we 
reach'd the wiſh'd tor Latitadr of 48, we met 
With a dam1:?d Storm, that drove us much a- 
gainſt our Wills to that of 60, where we were 
in the utmoſt Contuſion.

the Young Cloato, a very crank Ship and that 
always bore too much Sail; ſhe overſet and

eathetꝰd the Storm, but are ſo 
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cou'd never endure it, and what Courſe to 
ſteer we knew not; we cannot keep the Sea 
long, for our Ships are as old as Baskets, and 
move like ſo many Hulks, with nothing but 
Juries up. We intended to touch t Cape Hee . 
reſts and refreſh; bur we Were inform'd that 
the Plate Fleet was ſafely arriv'd there, and 
freſh Squadrons lye to intercept us; fo that we 
have nothing buc Porto Diabolo ctr for our re- 
lief; and they ſay 'cis damn'd Riding there, 
and the Current ſets ſo ſtrong in that there's 
no coming out. Many of your Family and 
mine Jom, ha ve ſtay'd there till they have 
ſpent Stock and Block; I wiſh it be not our
